slon and the day of Pentecost 1'etor nd- 
dreused the disciples on tho Importance 
of choosing somo one to All the place In 
the number of tho apostles formerly 
occupied by Judas. As the result they 
chose Matthias to that place. 


I. The wonderful meeting. 
On the 


fiftieth day after tho Passover the Jews 
kept for one day a joyful feast ol thanki- 
llvlcg. They called It 1'entccost, or 
Fiftieth Day. 
Tho time between the 


I'aisovor and tills day Included, In a 
general way, the time of harvest. At 
Urn I'assover the first sheaf of the barley- 
harvest was waved before the Lord and 
offered to him; at Pentecost two loaves 
made from the wheat harvest wero offer- 
ed In like manner. They were to be 
leavened. Each was to contain about 
three and one half quarts of the finest 
flour of tho new crop. Tho loaves with 
a peace-offering of two lambs of the llrst 
year wero to bo waved .before the Lord 
and given to tho prloats. These and 
some other coremonles (sco Lev, 23: 16, 
10) wore peculiar to tho day. On tho 
llrst I'en'.ecost after our Savior's crud- 
Uxlon, which was also the tenth day 
after Ills Asrai.Hlon, the disciples, then 
numbering about 
ono 
hundred and 


twenty, among whom were the eleven 
apostles, Mary, the mother of JCHUB,and 
other pious women, wero assembled 
for prayer and prulnc, religions conver- 
sation and exhortation, according to 
their cii.nom. It was an occasion of 
great interest. Jesus had told them to 
stny In Jerusalem until they should re- 
ceive "the promise of the Father" which 
they hnd heard from him (John 14 : 1(1). 
Hu had also told them that they ahonld 
receive power after that the Iloly Spirit 
was come upon them. For tho fiilllll- 
mout of this promise they were waiting. 
For this baptism of the Holy Spirit, as 
Jesus had culled It, they wero looking! 
his promise was that It should bo given 
"not many days hence," aiid they were 
expecting It at every meeting. Very 
likely they often anxiously turned Ihelr 
eyes towards the heavens Into which he 
went when a cloud received him out of 
.heir sight, longing for the appearing of 
the comforter whom he had promised to 
send and who should abide with thorn. 
As yet ho camo not. 


II. 
Filled with the Spirit. Early on 


this" "Fiftieth Day," when "they were 
all with one accord in one plice," sud- 
denly there came an unlocked for mani- 
festation of divine power. A sound like 
a mighty wind rushing downfiom above 
Oiled the whole house, and there appear- 
ed In the air something that looked like 
tongues of flame, and these flame-like 
tongues sat upon each one of them, men 
and women alike. 
Immediately they 


found themselves possessed of a now 
power, not only filled with tho Holy 
Spirit's power, but also enabled to speak 
In other languages which thoyhad nover 
learned In the ordinary way. That there 
was no mistake about It soon became 
evident, for men of a dozen different 
countries, each having Its own language, 
testified that they heard the disciples 
speak In their own tongues. 
When 


some accused ihcm of being filled with 
wine, Peter defended them against thu 
charge of drunkenness, and boldly de- 
clared that It was nimply a fulfillment of 
what has been foretold by the prophet 
Joel. 


III. 
The gift of the tongues. Wu 


have already Indicated what wo believe 
to have taken place on the day of Pente- 
cost. Nut much more needs to be eald, 
perhaps, though much has been said,and 
many diverse opinions arc no<vheld con 
cernlng the miraculous event under 
consideration. Thesn things wo may 
safely believe. It was wholly a miracle. 
There was no whirlwind or earthquake; 
there was simply a sound like the sound 
of wind rushing around and through the 
place. Neither was there actual flre; 
only luminous appearances like tongues 
of flame. Wind and Ore are both used 
as symbols of divine power and were 
appropriate to the occasion. There Is 
no evidence that the gift was permanent, 
nor that it was to qualify those who re 
celved It for preaching the Gospel In the 
different countries to which they soon 
went. The Greek language, or some 
dialect of it, was probably spoken gener- 
ally In all those provinces. The won- 
derful gift was used In giving pralae to 
God on this occasion and, so far as we 
know, no longer; it may have Indicated 
that the Gospel is for all the nations of 
the earth, and is to be proclaimed in all 
\Li languages.

Whether Hr. Gibson received ble or- 
dination in London or in America i« 
not ascertained. 
He died March 12ih, 


1717, -*i 70. Their next or Ibird el- 
dor appear* to be Joseph Crandull, 
who wan ordained May 6th, 1716, and 
wae a colleague ol elder Gibson for 
two jeart, and then took the lead in 
laid church. 
He died Sept. 13ih, 


1737. 
It appeara by the church rec- 


ords of Ho|ikinlon, I h»i Joseph Mai- 
on waa cboien to the office of an 
itvangellit or traveling preacher, at 
Westeily, tbe 17th of September, 
1732; and aleo by a vole of the church 
at Newport, Ocl. 8th, 1738, to serf e 
both cburcbei, and died Sept. 1745, In 
the 75ih year of hie age. 
And it ap- 


pears ibat Thomas Hlacox wa* alto or- 
dained at Newport by the joint Tote 
cf both 
cburcbei, 
aa a traveling 


preacher at Ib* aan>* lima elder Jo- 
seph Haxon wai, and that elder His- 
cox look tbe lead in the church at 
Westeily in 1730, and that elder Bia- 
cox died May 20, 1773, -«i 77. 


There waa alto on* or two eldera by 


the name of Feckbam, who officiated 
aa miniitera of the Sabbatarian order 
about tbii lime; but I find no regular 
account of what church they belonged 
to, or when lh«y died. One of them 
I well remember when I waa young. 


Elder John Haxon was their next 


pallor fiom tbe year 1734, until hit 
death, March 2, 1778. I well remem- 
ber Elder Maxon, of this church, to 
be a man much esteemed by all at a 
pious, godly man, and an able preach- 
er. Mr. Ebenezer David, who wan 
converted in Providence College, and 
look his Hist degree there in 1772, was 
admitted a member of this church, 
Sept. 12, 1770, and called by tbe 
church, to the improvement of hii gift, 
Sept. ID, 177S; and he was ordained 
May 21, 1775. 
He being a young 


man , and our churches then supplied 
wllli preachera, be accepted the place 
of chaplain In the American army, 
where he wai much esteemed. He 
died in the army near Philadelphia, 
March 10, 1778, in tbe bloom of bis 
days. 
I was well acquainted with 


Mr. David, and may lately say, that 
few young . men can be found more 
promising than be was. The church 
at Nbwport about this time experi- 
enced 
very heavy affliction! — their 


pastor's death occurring about the same 
time this youth died. As the seat of 
war was there, their deacon, Mr. Tan- 
ner, n man much esteemed, with Col. 
IJennett and H number of their prin- 
cipal members, left Hie island to bo 
more secure from the British, and 
moved into different parts of tbe coun- 
try for rcfugn. None but those who 
huvB experienced the like, can sym- 
pathize with them. 
William Bliss 


(with whom] was intimately acquaint- 
ed, aa also his brother Henry Blies, 
who nan afterwards a Judge in the 
Sla'e, both in their younger years 
were much inclined to Deism, but af- 
terwards were substantial members of 
ihia church), was their nczt pastor. 
He was admitted a member of Ibis 
church June 21, 1764, and called to 
llio woik of tbe ministry Oct. 30, 
1773, and was ordained an evangelist 
at Hopkiulon, December 7, 1777, and 
was installed the pastor of this church 
December 25, 1780. 
He continued 


their pastor until bis death, May 4, 
1808, JEl 81 years. He waa a man of 
solid piety, judgment and information; 
had a large library of useful bucks, 
and made a good uie of reading, while 
be much esteemed the soul-reviving 
influence of the spirit when' corre- 
sponding with the written word. 
He 


carefully 
avoided enthusiastic . and 


superstitious notions; and as a friend 
in private conversation, I scarce ever 
knew his equal. Mr. Backus, speak- 
ing of him in his history, says, "He 
wai so well esteemed by the Congre- 
gational ministers that be was fre 
quen'lv called upon to supply their 
place in their absence." And I may 
add, it was R'.so Ihe case with nearly 
all other denominations, as be was 
universally esteemed as a good preach1 
er. 


Arnold Rliap, son of Ihe elder, was 


admitted a member of this church 
July 22, 1786. He settled near Bed- 
lord (Mass.), and being zealous in 
the cause of religion, made improve- 
ment of bis talents, and received min 
iUerial ordination Feb. 22, 1803, by 
his falher, Elder liliif, find Elder Abra- 
ham (.'ooo.Hopkinton, and still contin- 
ues bis labor* thereabouts. 1 expact 
he bag a Hated meeting on Ihe Sab- 
buti, but what numbers attend is not 
naccrlalned, as I have no account of 
b.tc from them. 


Henry 
Burdick was admitted a 


member of this church Jan. 30, 1802, 
and was called to the improvement of 
his gift Jan. 11, 1807, and received 
ministerial ordination Dec. 10, 1807, 
by eldera William Blisi, Abraham 
Coon and Arnold Bliis. He still con 


I tinues their minister— a pious, prora- 
isinz young man. Their present num- 
ber, according to their church records 
sent me, dated Dec. 1, 1800, is 87.

he died. Both of them were mem- 
ber* of Ibii church (Vol. 3, p. 234). 
I wai well acquainted with So*. Sam- 
uel Ward and all bia family, having 
boarded at his house while a boy and 
went 10 school, and think Mr. Backui 
ia correct. 


Tbii church, previous to the Revo- 


lutionary war, had a number of mem- 
bets, 
icpulable for 
their talents, 


learning and abilities, and in eminent 
•i at ions ID the public affairs of Slate. 
But the war scattered them, and death 
ha* finally depiived her of them, for 
thU church baa not y«t recovered tba 
tplendor it had before the war. Not- 
withstanding tbe lone and fervent la. 
bora of Elder Bliii, there have been 
but imall addition*, and DO remakable 
revivals line* Ihe trout>lea of the war. 
Th* family of Elder Bli**, like many 
othir*, it much Mattered ID different 
Bitle* of Ibt Union. Feibapi he ha* 
been long io»ing Ibr a*ed of the 
w ord, for other* lo reap lha fruit* of 
hit labor*. 


And poMibly It may be owing lo the 


ipirlt of Infidelity that hai appeared 
to gain 10 much ID Auerica.generally, 


ce the war; a* it may be remarked 


both from Scripture and biitory, Ibat 
those nationi and cities where the jjlo- 
rloui display of God'a divine revela- 
tion; and where eminent and numer- 
ous churches have been dedicated lo 
the true God; and where the gospel 
has had great success, are now very 
generolly 
overrun with Paganism, 


Mahomelanism,or other false worship. 
And if professed Christians will neg- 
lect divine revelations and introduce 
their imagination?, or will worship in 
place of God'a sacred truth, may we 
not well expect God will have them 
to believe a lie—and so the dissolution 
of all things, or Ihe end of the world, 
come when they are not looking for 
such things? 


Such aeems to have been the case 


in the old woild, before tbe dtluge; 
as also when tbe blened Saviour first 
came; and when he cornea again, 
shall he find true faith on the earth, 
all will have their gospel day; and if 
they know not the things that belong 
to their peace, it may finally be bid 
from their eyes." 


Mr. Hubbard, one of the origi 


nal seven founders of the Sabbatarian 
church in Newport, wrote to a friend 
in Jamaica, 1C78, and Bays: "Our 
numbers here are 20; at Westerly 7; 
and at New London, 10."—Backus. 


It also appears by Mr. Uubbard's 


diary, that several members came off 
from Mr. Clatke'a church, as also sev- 
eral new converts joined them before 
1678. 
And it ia clear, both by the 


records of Newport church, and by 
that of Westerly or Hopkinton, that 
several ordained ministers resided at 
these different places that were con- 
sidered as 
belonging to that one 


church both previous lo, and even 
after, the amicable dismUsion of those 
brethren at Westerly from their Sab- 
balariun brethren at Newport, in the 
year 1708.' And in our account of To 
several churches of this order, from 
their organization lo the present day 
I 
shall consider Newport (R. I.) 


church as tbe oldest church of the 
Sabbatarian order, and as tbe third 
B aplist church in America.
